Tax Cut Bills 


LANSING (AP)—Five Repub­ 
lican senators are expected to­ 
day to ask Gov. George W .Rom­ 
ney to let the legislature take up 
fiscal reform-type bills. 
Each of the five is the sponsor 
of at least one tax cutting mea­ 
sure. Taken together, the bills 
would mean a revenue loss to the 
state of about $55 million, to the 
benefit of consumers and busi­ 
nessmen. 
Romney's chief Senate spokes­ 
man, majority leader Stanley 
Thayer, R-Ann Arbor, tried Fri­ 
day to kill the bills on the Sen­ 
ate table. But, when several of 
his GOP colleagues rebelled, the 
issue was aired in a closed-door 
meeting. 
“ I advised the members that 
any action taken on taxes should 
be taken up with the governor,” 
Thayer said after the caucus.

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
four months, some rumblings of 
stress and more change are au­ 
dible in the top team President 
Johnson inherited from the late 
John F. Kenntdy. 
Plump press secretary Pierre 
Salinger quit on Thursday to 
test his 
charm on California 
voters, in quest of a U.S. Sen­ 
ate seat. He was the fourth of 
Kennedy’s 
first-stringers 
to 
leave the White House. 
On the same day, a report

State Dean Rusk planned to re ­ 
sign in November. It was in­ 
stantly denied by all conceroed.

The Americans were aboard a 
reconnaissance plane shot down 
by Soviet fighters in E ast Ger­ 
man airspace. The three para­ 
chuted to safety. 
Rusk said there were no deal­ 
ings with the East Germans in 
getting the fliers released. He 
denied that the plane was on a 
spying mission. 
Johnson Declines Comment 
The Russians have been insist­ 
ing that tile fate of the Ameri­ 
cans was a matter to be settled 
by the United States and East 
Germany. Washington has re­ 
fused to deal with the E ast G er­ 
man 
government, 
contending 
the Soviet Union is still the oc­ 
cupation authority in East G er­ 
many. 
The Russians “ are simply re ­ 
leasing” the men, Rusk said. 
“The Soviets came to their own 
conclusion these men should be 
released.” 
The 
secretary 
sidestepped, 
however, a question as to wheth­ 
er the United States had estab­ 
lished the principle that the In­ 
cident was a Soviet responsibili­ 
ty. 
At a news conference Satur­ 
day, President Johnson declined 
comment 
on 
Welch’s 
release 
and did not discuss the plane 
incident.

16. in the Peter W hite Public 
Library Auditorium. The ICC 
exam iner was Louis W. Sorn- 
son, W ashington, D.C. 
After five days of testim ony 
by Soo Line officials and sev­ 
eral 
defense witnesses called 
out of rotation, attorneys for 
the opponents had not finished 
their cross exam ination Friday. 
A request was made that the 
hearing be continued in M ar­ 
quette. 
Three 
Soo 
Line 
witnesses 
took the sand Friday. 
Two were called by Charles 
H. Clay, Minneapolis, Soo Line 
attorney, to testify on proposed 
operations over the M arquette- 
Eben route. They were Richard 
W. 
W right, M inneapolis, Soo 
asistant superintendent of tran s­ 
portation, and W illiam L. Dor- 
cy, M inneapolis, Soo m anager 
of cost analysis. 
Seek Shorter Route 
Cross exam ination of L. B. 
Johnson, M inneapolis, assistant 
to the Soo president for spe­ 
cial studies, was continued on 
cost of rehabilitating and m ain­ 
taining the Soo’s Rapid River 
branch in connection with use 
of the proposed joint trackage 
from M arquette to Eben. 
The Soo filed its application 
with the ICC in October asking 
for approval of an agreem ent 
reached between the Soo and 
the Lake Superior & Ishpem ­ 
ing Railroad.

The Soo was the only rail­

which 
originally served 
the site at Palm er where the 
Empire Mine was built. There 
is now a four-party agreem ent 
for railroad service to the mine 
with the m ining company, the 
LS&I, the Chicago & North 
W estern Railway and the Soo 
involved. 
Those who oppose the grant­ 
ing of the joint trackage rights 
include 
the 
M arquette 
City 
Commission, 
the 
M arquette 
County Board of Supervisors, 
the Ishpem ing City Commission 
and five Soo Line employes’ 
groups. They contend that ap­ 
proval of the proposal would 
result in a loss of jobs and a 
loss of railroad service in the 
M arquette area. 
The Chicago & North W est­ 
ern, the M ilwaukee Road and 
the M anistique & Lake Superior 
Railroad all oppose the Soo’s 
bid for use of the LS&I track­ 
age. The three railroads say 
that the Soo can’t benefit by 
the proposal except at their 
expense.

Most of them 
are in no financial position to defend themselves against 
a federal charge because such legal defense is enormous­ 
ly expensive. The temptation is to sign a consent decree 
admitting wrongdoing, even though they believe in their 
hearts that they have done no wTong whatever, in or­ 
der to get the government off their back and avoid a 
legal fee that would destroy them, even if they won a 
verdict of acquittal.

practices have caused some businessmen 
reared in the American tradition of fair play to doubt 
the fairness of our government for the first time.

Tree Seed Now 
Needs Pedigree 


Red pine seeds look m uch 
alike. But seeds of a single tree 
species m any vary trem en d o u s­ 
ly in the kinds of progeny they 
produce. Seeds have genes, just 
as hum ans do, and the growth 
and developm ent characteristics 
that they govern can spell the 
difference between success and 
failure — in a forest plantation, 
in a shelterbelt, even in a sub­ 
urban landscape planting. 
Few people knew or cared 30 
years 
ago 
about 
the 
growth 
characteristics 
of 
individual 
trees within a species. Seed was 
sim ply 
collected 
w h erev er 
it 
was available. The Scotch pine 
in Europe was im ported to this 
country and planted in m any 
locations. Today m any of these 
trees are twisted, spindly, half 
naked things that look nothing j 
like the good Scotc h pine in ! 
some parts of Europe. W hy: Be­ 
cause no care was taken in the 
selection of the proper seed. 
Not all trees of any species j 
have the fine qualities that the i 
m ajority exhibit — com m only 1 
seed is easier lo collect from the 
poor quality specimens. 
And 
trees from the n o rthern parts 
of their range often have dif­ 
ferent climate and soil require- j 
ments than those grow ing far­ 
ther south. These factors must 
be considered if land m anagers 
intend to move a species laige 
distances. 
As long ago as 1930, a few I 


individuals in the forestry pro ­ 
fession becam e interested in the 
quality of seed. One of these 
was a young scientist 
nam ed 
Paul Rudolf. 
Rudolf 
becam e 
convinced, through his studies 
and review of European 
re ­ 
search, that Lake States p la n ta­ 
tions could be improved consid­ 
erably if the trees were grown 
from seed taken from the prop­ 
er geographic locations. F u rth ­ 
erm ore, he felt 
that 
inferior 
trees probably would produce 
inferior progeny. 
Through experim entation. R u ­ 
dolf proved that these theories 
are 
true. 
He 
experim ented 
m ainly w ith red pine, Scotch 
pine, 
and. 
spruces — species 
well suited to much 
of 
the 
Lake States. 
A fter 
verifying 
that 
desirable 
characteristics 
are inherited, Rudolf 
set 
up 
.specific standards for selecting 
superior trees. Foresters w ere 
asked to look for native trees 
that m et the 
standards.

progeny of these superior trees 
is now being tested in the field. 
As a direct outgrow th of this 
work, stands of red pine, w hite 
pine, w hite spruce, and black 
spruce have been established in 
the Lake States to provide seed 
for future reforestation.

Firms In Red 


LANSING (AP)—The Senate 
has voted to give marginal cor­ 
porations a tax break and to 
make up the difference to the 
treasury by a use tax on boats 
and airplanes. 
Sen. Clyde Geerlings, R - Hol­ 
land, sponsor of the use tax bill, 
said It was a legislative over­ 
sight when aircraft and water­ 
craft were excluded from the 
four per cent re-sale tax which 
applies to land vehicles. 
Including air and water craft. 
as the Senate voted 28-0 to do, 
will bring in about $500,000 a 
year, Geerlings said. 
The Senate also voted 25-4 to 
permit corporations which show 
a deficit at the end of a tax 
period to subtract this from 
their overall capital before com­ 
puting their corporation fran­ 
chise fee. 
Its sponsors, headed by Sons. 
Kent Lundgren, R - Menominee, 
said this will help small con­ 


cerns and will mean a revenue 
loss to the state of less than 
$500,000. 
“This is particularly impor­ 
tant 
for 
Enstrom

Co.,” said Lundgren. ‘‘It will 
mean several thousand dollars a 
year to them.”

owned firm in Menominee which 
has been defeloping a new mod­ 
el helicopter and has been in the 
red since its incorporation.

Lundgren said. 
Both bills went to the House 
for further action.
